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FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF SECRETARY KISSINGER'S PRESS CONFERENCE 
AUGUST 1 1 AT THE BINNENHOF: 

VAN DER STOEL: QUOTE: LADIES AND GENTLEMENT, I'LL PERHAPS 
FIRST OF ALL MENTION THE WAY THE VISIT OF THE SECRETARY 
OF STATE KISSINGER TO THE NETHERLANDS CAME ABOUT. AS 
YOU KNOW, THE NETHERLANDS HAS AT THE MOMENT THE PRESIDENCY 
OF THE EUROPEAN COMMUNITY AND WE DO FEEL ESPECIALLY 
THE NEED TO KEEP IN CLOSE CONTACT ON THE NUMBER OP 
CURRENT INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS WITH THE UNITED STATES. 

1 THEREFORE AT THE END OF JULY INVITED THE 
SECRETARY FOR A VISIT TO THE HAGUE AND I AM VERY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO PAY A VISIT TO THE NETHERLANDS TO DISCUSS A NUMBER 
OE CURRENT PROBLEMS EARLY IN THE PRESIDENCY OE THE 
NETHERLANDS OE THE EUROPEAN COMMUNITY. WE HAVE 
SPENT TIME TOGETHER IN MY VIEW IN A VERY 
ERUITEUL WAY AND WE HAVE DISCUSSED A WIDE RANGE OE 
ISSUES. WE HAVE DISCUSSED THE PROBLEM OF SOUTHERN 
AERICA, WE HAVE DISCUSSED THE DEVELOPMENTS IN THE 
MIDDLE EAST, WE HAVE DISCUSSED THE EORTHCOMING GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY OE THE UNITED NATIONS AND WE HAVE DISCUSSED 
THE PROBLEMS WHICH HAVE ARISEN BETWEEN GREECE AND 
TURKEY, A SUBJECT ON WHICH I HAVE INFORMED THE SECRETARY 
ALSO OE MY IMPRESSIONS DURING MY VISIT THE LAST FEW 
DAYS. IN ESSENCE WE DISCUSSED OVER LUNCHEON IN THE 
PRESENCE OE THE MINISTER OE DEVELOPMENT AND COOPERATION 
THE NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE IN PARIS AND THE WAYS OF 
SECURING ITS SUCCESS. ON THE SUBJECTS WHICH CAME UP, 

I AM NOT AWARE OE ANY SPECIEIC BILATERAL QUESTIONS WE 
DISCUSSED BECAUSE THE STATE OF OUR BILATERAL RELATIONS 
IS A HAPPY ONE SO I THINK WE SPENT VERY USEFUL HOURS 
TOGETHER IN A VERY ERANK EXCHANGE OE VIEWS. MAY I 
NOW CALL ON YOU, MR. SECRETARY. END QUOTE. 

SECRETARY KISSINGER: QUOTE: BEFORE WE TAKE QUESTIONS, 

I WOULD SIMPLY LIKE TO THANK THE EOREIGN MINISTER EOR 
THE SPLENDID RECEPTION WE HAVE HAD HERE AND THE VERY 
ERUITEUL TALKS WE HAVE CONDUCTED. HE HAS ENUMERATED 
THE SUBJECTS AND THE DISCUSSION WAS CONDUCTED IN THE 
ATMOSPHERE OF FRIENDS, THAT HAVE SIMILAR VALUES AND 
WHOSE DISAGREEMENTS CONCERN HOW TO REACH AGREED 
OBJECTIVES. I CONSIDER THE TALK VERY ERUITEUL. WE 
WILL COOPERATE CLOSELY WITH THE NETHERLANDS IN ITS 
PRESIDENCY OE THE EUROPEAN COMMUNITY. WE WILL STAY 
IN CLOSE TOUCH WITH EACH OTHER AND THE EOREIGN MINISTER 
HAS KINDLY AGREED TO VISIT WASHINGTON WHEN HE IS IN 
THE UNITED STATES DURING THE MEETING OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY AND WE WILL CONTINUE OUR DIALOGUE THEN. 

NOW I'LL BE GLAD TO ANSWER QUESTIONS. END QUOTE. 

Q MR. SECRETARY. WHAT IS THE UNITED STATES' 

POSITION NOW ON THE STATE OE THE ERENCH NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
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TO PAKISTAN SINCE PRIME MINISTER - REST OE QUESTION 
INAUDIBLE. 

A. THERE IS NO QUESTION OE SELLING ERENCH NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS TO PAKISTAN. THERE IS THE CONCERN WITH NON- 
PROLIEERATION. WELL, WE DID SAY ABOUT THE REPROCESSING 
PLANT. I BELIEVE THAT TOO MUCH HAS BEEN SAID ALL AROUND 
ON THIS SUBJECT. THERE ARE TWO SEPARATE ISSUES 
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INVOLVED - ONE IS THE CONTRACT BETWEEN PAKISTAN AND 
FRANCE. THE SECOND IS THE QUESTION OF GENERAL NON- 
PROLIFERATION IN WHICH ALL NATIONS HAVE AN INTEREST. 

IT IS OF NO BENEFIT TO ANY ONE NATION TO PREVENT THE 
SPREAD OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND WE BELIEVE STILL THAT 
THESE TWO PROBLEMS - THE PROBLEM OF ANY PARTICULAR 
CONTRACT AND THE PROBLEM OF THE REBATE OF THE ISSUE OF 
NON-PROLIFERATION CAN BE DISCUSSED AND WE ARE TRYING 
TO GREAT A CALM ATMOSPHERE FOR IT AND WE WILL SAY 
NO MORE ABOUT THE SUBJECT UNTIL EVERYBODY HAS COOLED 
OFF A LITTLE BIT AND THEN RETURN TO THE BASIC ISSUES. 

Q. MR. SECRETARY, THERE IS THE IMPRESSION THAT 
YOU HAD PROPOSED A TRI-PARTITE CONFERENCE. 

A. I HAVE NEVER PROPOSED - 1 THINK THERE IS A 
MISUNDERSTANDING - 1 HAVE NEVER PRPOSED A TRIPARTITE 
CONFERENCE BETWEEN FRANCE, PAKISTAN AND THE UNITED 
STATES. I BELIEVE THAT THE ISSUES COULD BE DISCUSSED 
AMONG VARIOUS PARTIES, BUT I'VE NEVER PROPOSED A 
TRIPARTITE CONFERNECE. 

Q. WE CAN SAY THERE ARE THREE FIELDS OF 
POSSIBLE DETENTE - THE POLITICAL, THE MILITARY AND THE 
HUMANITARIAN ONE - THE HUMANITARIAN ONE IS PROBABLY 
POINT 7 AND BASKET 3 OF THE FINAL (INAUDUBLE). THERE 
IS SOME FEAR, ESPECIALLY AMONG SOVIET DISSIDENTS THAT 
THE UNITED STATES MAY GIVE LESS PRIORITY TO POINT 7 
AND BASKET 3 IN ORDER TO OBTAIN MORE SUCCESS IN 
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AMEMBASSY ISLAMABAD 
AMEMBASSY TEHRAN 
AMEMBASSY KABUL 
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THE OTHER FIELDS. IS THIS FEAR JUSTIFIED AND HOW 
MUCH WEIGHT DO YOU ATTACH TO POINT 7 AND BASKET 3? 

A. THE UNITED STATES WILL NOT TRADE CONCESSIONS 
IN THE HUMANITARIAN FIELD FOR BENEFITS IN THE ECONOMIC 
OR MILITARY FIELD, SO THAT IS ABSOLUTELY OUT OF THE 
QUESTION. WE ATTACH CONSIDERABLE IMPORTANCE TO 
BASKET 3 OF THE FINAL ACT AT HELSINKI AND IT WAS ONE 
OF THE PRINCIPLE INCENTIVES WE HAD FOR SIGNING THE 
FINAL ACT AND THEREFORE WE WILL GIVE CONSIDERABLE 
ATTENTION TO IT AND WE EXPECT TO WORK TOGETHER WITH 
OUT ALLIES IN WESTERN EUROPE ON PREPARING FOR THE 
BELGRADE CONFERENCE NEXT SUMMER WHERE WE WILL STRESS 
THIS POINT VERY MUCH. 

Q. THIS INCLUDES POINT 7, OF COURSE. 

A. YES, THIS INCLUDES POINT 7. FRANKLY, I 
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DON'T KNOW THE INDIVIDAUL POINTS, SO I DON'T WANT TO 
SAY YES, WHAT IS 7? 

Q. IT INVOLVES THE FREE PRESS INSIDE THE 
COUNTRIES. 

A. YES, YES, THE ENTIRE BASKET 3. 

Q. SUE MASTERMAN - LONDON TIMES - WOULD YOU 
PLEASE GIVE US YOUR OPINION ON HOW YOU SEE THE RESPECTIVE 
ROLES OF EUROPE AND THE UNITED STATES IN A POTENTIAL 
SETTLEMENT OF THE GREEK-TURKISH PROBLEM? 

A. WELL, THE GREEK-TURKISH PROBLEM, OF COURSE, 

HAS MANY ASPECTS. THERE IS THE PROBLEM OF CYPRUS, 

THE PROBLEM OF THE AEGEAN. THE UNITED STATES FEELS 
VERY STRONGLY THAT BOTH OF THESE PROBLEMS SHOULD BE 
SETTLED BY NEGOTIATIONS. WE HAVE STATED REPEATEDLY 
WITH RESPECT TO CYPRUS THAT WE DO NOT BELIEVE THAT 
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THE STATUS QUO ON CYPRUS IS AN ACCEPTABLE BASIS FOR 
A SETTLEMENT AND THAT, THEREFORE, A SOLUTION HAS TO 
BE FOUND THAT TAKES INTO ACCOUNT THE SELF RESPECT AND 
DIGNITY OF ALL THE COMMUNITIES. AS IT HAPPENED, I 
HAD AN EXTENSIVE TALK WITH MR. VAN DER STOEL ON THIS 
SUBJECT AND I WOULD NOT WISH TO SAY WHO HAS A GREATER 
ROLE TO PLAY HERE - THE UNITED STATES OR THE EUROPEAN 
COMMUNITY. I BELIEVE WE BOTH HAVE AN OBLIGATION TO 
DO OUR UTMOST TO SEE TO IT FIRST OF ALL THAT THERE ARE 
NO ADDITIONAL MILITARY CRISES BECAUSE THIS WOULD BE A 
CATASTROPHE FOR THE TWO COUNTRIES AS WELL AS A 
MISFORTUNE FOR NATO. SECONDLY, TO MOVE THE TWO COUNTRIES 
TOWARDS EQUITABLE SOLUTIONS ON BOTH OF THESE ISSUES. 

I HAD THE IMPRESSION THAT WE AGREED ON THESE OBJECTIVES 
AND WE WILL PURSUE PARALLEL POLICIES IN WHICH EACH OF 
US IN OUR OWN WAY WILL URGE RESTRAINT ON BOTH SIDES 
AND WILL GIVE WHATEVER SUPPORT WE CAN TO PEACEFUL 
SOLUTIONS. IT THAT A FAIR STATEMENT? 

VAN DER STOEL: I THINK SO, YES. LET ME ADD 

THAT THE COUNTRIES OF THE EUROPEAN COMMUNITY HAVE 

BEEN IN TOUCH BOTH WITH ANKARA AND ATHENS IN ORDER 
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TO CONVEY THEIR VIEWS. THAT IS, THE NINE HAVE AGREED 
ON A SPECIFIC LINE CALLING FOR MODERATION AND 
RESTRAINT. IT HAS BEEN MADE CLEAR AND EXPLAINED TO 
BOTH CAPITALS - ANKARA AND ATHENS. 

KISSINGER: AND SO HAS THE UNITED STATES, BUT 
SEPARATELY AND NOT (INAUDIBLE) WITH NOTES THAT WERE 
COORDINATED. IT TURNED OUT WE HAD VERY PAR ALT .EDI, 

VIEWS ON THE SUBJECT. 

Q. WHAT ABOUT THE CASE BEING TAKEN TO THE INTER- 
NATIONAL COURT AT THE HAGUE WHICH WAS CONFIRMED LAST 
NIGHT BY THE REGISTRAR OF THE COURT. WOULD YOU REGARD 
THIS AS A HELP OR AS A HINDRANCE TO YOUR PRESENT POLICY? 

A. WE ARE BASICALLY SUPPORTING A PEACEFUL SOLUTION. 
REFERRING IT TO THE INTERNATIONAL COURT IS SOMETHING 
WE CERTAINLY WOULD NOT EXCLUDE AND WOULD NOT CONSIDER 
A HINDRANCE BUT IT OF COURSE HAS TO BE ACCEPTED BY BOTH 
PARTIES. 

Q. MR. SECRETARY, IS THERE A REASONABLE CHANCE 
THAT A SALT II AGREEMENT WILL BE SIGNED BEFORE THE 
PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS? 

A. IT DEPENDS ON WHO YOU TALK TO IN THE UNITED 
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STATES - NOW, I WOULD NOT WANT TO PREDICT WHEN A 
SALT II AGREEMENT WILL BE SIGNED. THE ISSUES THAT REMAIN 
TO BE SOLVED ARE CLEARLY DEFINED AND THEY DEAL SUBSTANTIALLY 
WITH THE RELATIONSHIP OF CRUSISE MISSILES TO BACKFIRE 
BOMBERS AND THERE ARE DISCUSSIONS WITHIN OUR GOVERNMENT 
OF VARIOUS APPROACHES TO THIS PROBLEM. MOST PRESS 
ACCOUNTS OF THESE APPROACHES ARE INCORRECT: NEVERTHELESS, 
THERE ARE VARIOUS APPROACHES TO IT AND WHEN WE HAVE 
FORMULATED OUR POSITION AND SUBMITTED IT TO THE SOVIET 
UNION, THEN IT IS HARD TO PREDICT HOW LONG IT WILL TAKE TO 
NEGOTIATE IT. 

Q. HAVE YOU FORMULATED THAT POSITION NOW, ALREADY? 

A. NO, IT IS STILL BEFORE THE NATIONAL SECURITY COUNCIL. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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Q. MR. SECRETARY, THERE IS A REPORT FROM JOHANNESBURG 
SAYING THAT THERE HAS BEEN A BREAKTHROUGH ON THE 
NEGOTIATIONS ON THE NAMIBIA (INAUDIBLE) (I) ARE YOU AWARE 
OF SUCH A BREAKTHROUGH? (2) DOES THAT MEAN THAT (INAUDIBLE) 
CONFRONTATION OF THE US AND (3) DO YOU FORESEE A SMOOTH 
TRANSITION OF BLACK MAJORITY RULE IN NAMIBIA? 

A. WE HAVE BEEN TALKING TO SOUTH AFRICA ABOUT THE 
PROBLEM OF NAMIBIA AND WE HAVE BEEN URGING A SOLUTION 
THAT MOVES IN THE DIRECTION OF SELF-DETERMINATION FOR 
NAMIBIA AND WE HAVE PUBLICLY SUPPORTED SELF-DETERMINATION 
FOR NAMIBIA AND A DATE FOR INDEPENDENCE. I THINK IT IS 
PREMATURE TO SAY THAT THERE HAS BEEN A

BREAKTHROUGH. WE HAVE HAD USEEUL TALKS WITH THE

IT IS PREMATURE TO SPEAK OF A BREAKTHROUGH. 

SORRY, MAY I ADD ONE - THERE'S ONE QUESTION HERE FURTHER. 

KISSINGER: MY FAMILY THANKS YOU. 

Q. WOULD YOU CONSIDER ANOTHER TERM IN YOUR PRESENT 
JOB IF WHO EVER WAS ELECTED PRESIDENT ASKS YOU TO REMAIN? 

A. IF I SO MUCH AS SUGGESTED THAT A DEMOCRATIC 
PRESIDENT MIGHT ASK ME THERE WOULD BE PLENTY OE 
CANDIDATES EOR MY POSITION ON THE DEMOCRATIC SIDE WHO 
WOULD BE IN A STATE OE EXTREME AGITATION. I HAVE 
STATED MY VIEW ON THE SUBJECT REPEATEDLY AND I THINK 
THE TIME TO CONSIDER THIS IS ALTER PRESIDENT LORD IS 
RE-ELECTED AND I HAVE STATED MY PREEERENCES ON THAT SUBJECT. 
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Q. I WOULD LIKE TO KNOW IF YOU ALSO DISCUSSED WITH 
MR. VAN DER STOEL THE TYPE OE PUERTO RICAN MEETINGS YOU 
ARE HAVING EROM TIME TO TIME WHERE YOU EXCLUDE THE SMALLER 
COUNTRIES OE THE COMMON MARKET BY THEIR (INAUDIBLE)? NOW THE 
LAST ONE CONCERNED ITALY AND AID TO ITALY AND I UNDERSTAND 
THAT DUTCH SOCIALIST PRIME MINISTER DEN UYL HAS OTHER VIEWS 
ON THAN THAN CUTTING OLE AID THAT WOULD BE (ANAUDIBLE 
COMMUNISTS IN THE GOVERNMENT. COULD YOU SAY MORE ON THAT? 

WHAT IS YOUR NEXT PLAN FOR MEETING AND WILL YOU THEN 
INVITE THEOTHER COUNTRIES AS WELL? 

A. WELL, TO BE TRUTHEUL, I HAVEN'T HAD THE PRIVILEGE OE 
MEETING YOUR PRIME MINISTER YET TODAY. I WILL DO THAT 
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AFTER THE PRESS CONEERENCE BUT IT WOULD NOT BE THE 
FIRST TIME IN HISTORY THAT HIS VIEWS DID NOT EXACTLY 
COINCIDE WITH OURS WITHOUT IN ANY WAY INDICATING ANY 
LACK OE ERIENDSHIP ON EITH SIDE. NOW, ON THE PUERTO RICO 
MEETING - THERE IS NO PUERTO RICO MEETING EORESEEABLE 
DURING THE PRESIDENCY OE THE NETHERLANDS AND SO THIS ISSUE 
DID NOT COME UP. ALSO, IT IS INCORRECT TO DESCRIBE THE 
PUERTO RICO MEETING AS CONCERNING ITALY. IT WAS INEVITABLE 
THAT AS VARIOUS LEADERS MET, VARIOUS IDEAS WERE EXCHANGED 
ON THE SUBIECT BUT THAT WAS NOT THE 

PURPOSE OF THE MEETING, AND THERE HAVE BEEN SOME EXAGGERATED 
ACCOUNTS OE WHAT IT WAS THAT WAS IN FACT DISCUSSED. 

AT ANY RATE, THERE WILL BE NO MEETING OE THE PUERTO 
RICO TYPE DURING THE PRESIDENCY OF THE NETHERLANDS AND 
THEREAFTER; I ALSO DON'T EORESEE ONE, BUT THEREAFTER 
I CAN'T PRECLUDE IT EOR ALL ETERNITY, PARTICULARLY IP 
ONE OP THE TWENTY PEOPLE THAT WE TALKED ABOUT (INAUDIBLE) 

Q. AND DID YOU THINK THE STATEMENT BY CHANCELLOR 
SCHMIDT EXAGGERATED? 

A. AS I UNDERSTAND IT, CHANCELLOR SCHMIDT DIDN'T EVEN 
MAKE A PORMAL STATEMENT - THESE WERE ACCOUNTS OP THINGS 
THAT HE WAS (INAUDIBLE) I THINK THEY GAVE (INAUDIBLE) EOR IT - 
IT GAVE AN IMPRESSION OF FORMALITY TO GENERAL DISCUSSIONS. 

THAT WAS PERHAPS EXAGGERATED, YES. 

Q. IS THE UNITED STATES STILL OP THE OPINION 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THAT AID SHOULD BE CUT OPE FROM ITALY IF THERE WOULD 
BE COMMUNISTS IN THE GOVERNMENT? 

A. I HAVE STATED THE UNITED STATES VIEW ABOUT 
COMMUNIST PARTICIPATION IN ITALY ON REPEATED OCCASIONS, 
ALWAYS UNDER EXTREME PROVOCATION, AND I HAVE NOW 
DECIDED THAT I WILL NO LONGER BE PROVOKED, SO YOU WILL 
HAVE TO UUSE MY PREVIOUS STATEMENTS.
